Frank Johnson, wearing tile en- 
sigmas of a second lieutenant, 'was 
arrested Wednesday afternoon by 
Officer Charles Wallace at Crothers­ 
ville, where he tried to defraud Mrs.

Officer Wallace was called to Croth­ 
ersville by citizens there who heard 
of the man's trick and wanted him 
arrested before he could make his 
escape.

arrived 
at 
Crothersville 
Tuesday niuht. 
Ile remained at the 
hotel over night and on M ednesday 
morning went to Mrs. Ridge s home 
to inquire about 
her 
son who was 
recently discharged from the anay 
and a short time after was adjudged 
insane ami sent to the Southeastern 
Hospital at Madison. 
It will be re­ 
called that 
the Ridge boy created 
some disturbance wfyen he started to 
board a Baltimore 
& 
Ohio 
train 
bound for Cincinnati in this city and 
was held bv some of his friends, 
Johnson told Mrs. Ridge that He 
was sent, to see ber by a major sta­ 
tioned at Camp Taylor to help her 
recover some money due her from 
the government as comism cation on 
account of her son s condition. How­ 
ever, he informed her that it would 
take $30 for him to look after the 
rase for her 
which she 
agreed to 
pay. 
She 
paid 
him 
$15 
of the 
amount cash and was to pay him the 
other' i 15 
when she 
received the 
compensation. 
Mis. Ridge went to the Crothers­ 
ville state bank to draw the money 
to pay Johnson at which time bank 
officials learned of the deal. 
Know­ 
ing that it was illegal for any gov­ 
ernment employ,* 
to 
accept money 
for nervines of the kind Johnson o t­ 
tered 
the 
woman, 
arrangements 
were made to stop him I rom leaving 
( rothersville before an officer t rom 
this place could go there and arrest 
him. 
Officer Wallace arrived at Croth­ 
ersville on the car on which Johnson 
was intending to leave town. 
Hie 
army officer was 
placed under a r­ 
rest. When taken before Mrs, Ridge 
for 
identification 
Johnson 
denied 
some of the things he had agreed to 
do for the woman, 
lie was ordered 
to give back her $15 which he did. 
He was brought to 
this 
city and 
placed in jail. 
Late last night a message was re­ 
ceived at 
the 
local police 
station 
-fating that Johnson was wanted in 
Ripley county for stealing an auto­ 
mobile from a resident of Sunman, 
Iud. 
The i-herifT of Ripley county 
accompanied 
by a constable from 
Versailles, came here this morning 
and returned Johnson there to face 
a grand larceny charge. 
.Tohas on, 
according 
to 
papers 
found in his possession, has been a 
patient at 
an 
insane 
hospital in 
Kentucky, 
lie claimed to have rel 
alives living 
at 
Shelbyville, 
Ivy 
who he had notified that he was in 
trouble. 
Some of his relatives wired 
that they would come here today to 
look after his case. 
However, they 
failed to arrive at noon and the lo­ 
cal officers turned Johnson over to 
the Versailles officers. 
Johnson had no 
credentials 
to 
show that he w’as an army officer or 
that he had ever been dischargee 
from the service. 
Ills mind seemer 
to be somewhat affected today anc 
the local officers are inclined to be­ 
lieve that he is insane.

phone rates. 
All members of the 
council were present at tin4 meeting. ’ 
It wa- pointed out that the conn-i 
cil and c i ty officials could tak>* no, 
action in the matter until the Sey- | 
mour Mutual Telephone Compony,; 
makes application for the increase 
in ra<es to the public service com- j 
mission. 
However, the council is 
uuamimously in favor of employing 
the assistance of an engineer to help, 
fight the increase. 
The rate increase was extensively 
discussed by the councilmen and alii 
gave their opinion that the new rates 
which became effective July I were 
too high. 
It is the desire of the city 
officials to guard the public's inter­ 


e s t and the councilmen expect to ex­ 
ert every effort possible to see that 
the case is properly laid before the 
commission. 
The city officials are ready to take 
steps in the matter as soon as the 
opportune time arrives, but as was 
expressed by one of the councilmen, 
it is now up to the fourteen hundred 
subscribers who are forced to pay 
the higher rate to take any immedi­ 
ate action. 
Very little 
business 
other than 
the telephone proposition was taken 
up by the councilmen at the special 
session. The council will meet again 
in regular session Wednesday eve­ 
ning, July 16.

Berlin, July IO.—The situation in 
Germany is calmer today under the 
control of Gustav Xoske, minister 
of defense, and his armed guards. 
How loller this state of a ffa irs will 
last none can 
safely 
predict. 
In 
some quarter- it Is felt that a mili­ 
tary dictatorship under 
Noske will 
be the outcome, but the foreign of­ 
fice s a y s such a development is lno-t 
unlikely. 
The last few’ days have seen the 
Berlin transportation system crip­ 
pled but^ the 
railway 
strike 
has 
crumpled now’. 
Noske has 
spread 
his guards over Berlin like a blan­ 
ket. 
Some of the streets are barred 
off with barbed wire entanglements 
and some of the alley s are blocked 
with heavy trucks bearing machine 
guns. 
There is sufficient personnel 
to man these guns. 
Ail the higher authorities agree 
that for the moment, Noske 
holds 
the fate of Berlin and Germany in 
the palm of his hand and that he is 
succeeding, at least temporarily, in 
keeping or<k*r at a time when there 
is vast unrest, much agitation for a 
change of government and a demand 
for altered economic* conditions.

President Wilson told the sen­ 
ate that: 


The treaty will be scrap of pa­ 
per without the league of nations. 
People demanded the 
league 
and would brook no denial. 
America’s material aid to Eur­ 
ope will be indispensable in the 
days to come. 
If the league of nations was re­ 
jected the world’s heart would be 
broken. 
America is a friend of all na­ 
tions. 
America has j u s t reached her 
majority of a world power. 
America’s 
isolation 
ended

The treaty squares with the 
fourteen points as well as with

Berlin, July IO.—The national a s­ 
sembly at Weimar passed the reso­ 
lution yesterday ratifying the peace 
treaty, but not until every speaker 
had protested against its terms. The 
vote on the resolution was ‘208 to 
115. 
, “We are about to 
enter 
upon a 
forty years’ march acro>s a des­ 
ert,’’ said Hermann Mueller, foreign 
minister, addressing the assembly. 
“I cannot find another terra for the 
path of suffering which the fulfill­ 
ment of the treaty prescribes. 
“We have hastened ratification in 
hope of raising the blockade. 
Un­ 
less th© word of peace loses all its 
meaning 
the 
return 
of prisoners 
must follow 'soon. 
Unanimous pro 
test against the oppression embod­ 
ied in the treaty is maintained toda\ 
and always.” 
Dr. Traub, of the national party, 
declared amid 
applause 
that “the 
wound of this peace will never heal, 
it shall not heal.” 
“We will never recognize its val 
idity,” asserted Herr 
Kahl 
of the 
People’s party.

Washington, July IO—The United 
States has been offered the moral 
leadership of the world and dare not 
reject it without “breaking the world’s 
heart,” President Wilson declared 
today to the senate in presenting the 
treaty of pence for ratification. 
“Shall we hesitate to accept thi3 
great duty? ’’the president asked. 
Rejection of the league of nations 
Wilson said, would be a rejection of 
the world’s confidence. 
More than 
that, he declared, without the league 
the peace treaty becomes but a st rap 
of paper. 
The President began his speech by 
outlining how’ American troops, to 
whom lie paid a warm tribute as 
•men terrible in battle, but gentle and 
leipful out of it” turned the tide of 
the war. 
Coming to the making peace Wil- 
on reviewed in detail the many com-* , 
plex questions presented and the dif- 
ufielties growing out of a disposition 
in some quarters to cling to the old 
order. 
“It was not easy,” he said, “to 
graft the new order of ideas on the 
old and some of the fruits of the 
grafting may, I fear, tor a time be 
bitter.” 
But on the whole, the President 
declared Europe welcomed American 
participation in the peace moking as 
eagerly as it welcomed our armies 
and 
accomplished 
American prin­ 
ciples of peace. 
In view of all this, the President 
said, the question is put squarely up 
to the United States whether it will 
try to resume the old policy of iso­ 
lation or will continue through the 
league bf nations the task of main­ 
taining “the order set up in 
the 
world—the world of civilized men.” 
The United States, the President 
said, has reached its majority as a 
world power. 
He hinted, it was be­ 
lieved, of acceptance of a mandatory 
bv the United States when he said.

MUSHROOMS. 


Young 
button 
mushroom- 
only 
should be used. 
Cut off the -talk.- 
from a quart of mushrooms, cleans­ 
ing the skin with a piece of new 
white flannel dipped in salt.

them in a deep stewpan and sprinkle 
over them two teaspoonfuls of -alt, 
on-half ounce of whole white pepper 
and two blade s of crushed mace. 
Shake them on cr a bright lire until 
the natural liquor has been drawn 
out and h a s dried up again. 
Then 
pour over them as much cold vinegar 
as will cover them; Jet it come to the 
boil, for one minute and no more. 
Pour them into a clean dry jar and 
seal.' 


TO PREPARE CUCUMBERS. 


The bitter taste, found in cucum­ 
ber-, may be removed more quickly 
titan by the usual soaking p ro c e ss if 
this method is used: 
After each is 
peeled, one of the tough ends should 
he cut off and then replaced in its or­ 
iginal po-ition. 
Holding the body of 
the cucumber in the left hand and 
the stub in the right, rub the end 
round and round briskly for a few 
moments until a generous amount 
of white substance has been drawn 
to the cut portion of the cucumber.

Well wash some young beetroots, 
being careful not to break the skin.

and boil for one hour.

out carefully, peel quickly and cut 
them into thin slices.

butter) in a saucepan, and place the 
sliced beetroot in.
